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Immense Wooden Structure 
Was Used as Skating Rink 
and Armory, 


FIRE BREAKS OUT AND 
SOON BEYOND CONTROL 


Firemen Do Splendid Work in 
Saving Surrounding Build- 
ings—Caretaker and Wife 
Have Narrow Escape, 


The Thistle rink {s no more! This 
morning all that remained of an old 
familiar landmark was a vacant lot 
covered with charred and blackened 
tiinbers.  . 

At 11.48 last night Mr. W. R. Wilson, 
business manager of the Capital, 
whose rooms are in the rear of the 


Capital building, was about to retire 
when he was stopped by Jay Schaflein 
(the Capital artist) and his attention 
called to thp clouds of smoke issuing 
from the south-east corner of the 
rink. In a few moments a wall of 
flume leaped from the frame structure 
and seemed to overtop the newspaper 
Luilding, In a second Mr. Schaflein 
was phoning in an alarm. It was an- 
swered in record time by Nos, 1 anl 
2 companies. 
An Enormous Flue 

An old frame building, dry as tinder, 
forming practically an enormous flue, 
and’ oniy walting. for the opportunity 
to laugh at the fire laws, the old 
Thistle rink was a mass of flame two 
minutes after the reels arrived. Un- 
fortunately for the, owners the thistle 
was a dry one and a_ holiow one, 
Chief Lauder ascribes the remarkable 
rapidity of the fire to the shape ané 


material of the structure, which soon | 


created a vacuum and made its own 
draft. The situation of the old rink 
rendered the fire an unusually serious 
one for the firemen to handle, owing 
to its dangerous proximity to so many 
more yaluable buildings in the centre 
of the city. The windows on the 
north side of the Capital offices were 
within a few feet of the flames, and 
for about three hours it was a burning 
question whether this story would ever 
see the Hight of day or not. As it was, 
the telephone wires and power cables 


“were soon melted, leaving the Capital 


without power for its presscs or tele- 
phone communication until noon. 


Origin of Fire a Mystery 

The origin of the fire is still a mys- 
tery. Men had been at-work during 
the day laying sawdust preparatory to 
flooring the rink for skating purposes, 
but according to Messrs. George and 
Fiske, who had leased the rink from 
Messrs. McDougall and Secord, no 
stoves hud been Hghted or fires kin- 
dled while the men were at work. 
Zoel Nadeau, who is employed by Mr. 
McDougall to look after the building, 
sleeps on the premises. Ho had gone 
to bed very early In the evening, and 
about midnight he was awakened by 
the smoke in his room and the crack- 
ling of burning wood outside his door, 
On opening his door and stepping out 
he.was blinded by an inrush of flame, 
In fear for his life. he threw himself 
on the floor and crawled as best he 
could to the stairs, and, almost un- 
conscious from inhaling smoke end 
from the terrible burns which he had 
received on his face and neck, man- 
aged to reach the outside alr, Mr. 
Wadeau, when seen by tho Capital this 
morning, was stilk suffering from 
shock and the severity of the burns 
which he had received, He ts abso- 
lutely ignorant of the origin of the 
fire, as is everyone concerned. 

Second Alarm Sent In 

Chief Lauder, a few minutes after 
his arrival on the scene, became so 
alarmed for the safety of the buildings 
on First Street, which abut on the 
lane to the west of the burning mass, 
that he {mmediately sent In an emer- 
gency call for companies 38, 4 and 6. 
Shortly after their arrival the whole 
block of wooden bulldings, comprising 
the rink itself, the armory of the 101st 
Regiment, and the one time samples 
rooms of the King Edward hotel, at the 
time of the fire used as a store room 
by the Hook Sign co, had become a 
roaring furnace, completely beyond 
human control, 

The loss in the 10lst Regiment's ar- 
mory was heavy. That of the uniforms 
of the members of the regiment, tho 
guns & a large amount of ammunition 
borne by thé Dominion government, 
but tho loss which will be most felt is 
that of the instruments of the 101st 
Regimental Bana, Most of these in- 
struments were the personal property 
of the members of the band and were 
first class instruments, many of them 
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costing over $100, There was no Iin- 
surance to cover the loss and most of 
theo members are men who can not 
afford a loss of that kind. 

Mr. Barton, of the Hook Sign Co., 
stated this morning that thgir loss 
would amount to nearly $3,000. We 
have about $1,500 insurance,” said he, 
“which ordinarily would have come 
very near covering a complete loss, 
but unfortunately we had a large 
amount of completely and near-com- 
pleted work in the shop, which with 
the extra stock we had on hand at the 
time will run our loss much_ higher 
than {it ordinarily might have been, 
We have been working nights lately 
to turn out a large volume of orders 
that has swamped us temporarily and 
had just finished the most of it, but 
had delivered very little. 


Saved Adjoining Buildings. 

Chief Lauder then confined himself 
to protecting the Capital building, to 
the south, and the valuable row on 
First street, stores and offices {mmedl- 
ately to the east. Running three lines 
of hose through the stores of Benson, 
Crabb and Foster, the Robertson Safe 
Co, and the Sommerville Hardware 
Co, he played the three powerful 
streams on the burning armory, which 
but a few moments before had threat- 
ened to add the horrors of tragedy to 
the devouring rage of fire. 


Caretaker Was Asleep. 

Willlam Slaymaker was the caretek- 
er of the armory. He and his wife 
wero asleep in their rooms in the arm- 
ory. They had not become conscious 
of their danger until the flames had 
made considerable progress. Grab- 
bing what valuables they could, they 
managed to rush into the street just 
in time to see their sleeping quarters 
crash to the ground with a roar, 

Thorsands of Spectators. 

At the tlre the alarm was sounded 
the downtown streets were apparent- 
ly deserted, In five minutes, running 
figures seemed to start from out the 
ground from around every corner, and 
from every lane. What a moment or 
two before scemed a silent wilderness, 
was soon peopled by a throng of the 
curlous, Which easily amounted to 
thousands, Chief Lauder as a rule Is 
not much concerned with the scenic 
or spectacular aspects of na fire, 
but even the hardened fire-fighter con- 
fessed to the Capital this morning that 
as a thrilling spectacle he has never 
seen tts equal in the pyrographical his- 
tory of Edmonton, Added to the usual 
thrills which most fires afford was the 
continuous sharp and crackling explo- 
sion of a great part of the 60,000 
rounds of ammunition stored in the 
armony building, The rushing back 
and forth of the firemen, the explod- 
ing of the cartridges, and over all the 
lurid glow of the flames combined to 
produce the effect of a besieged village 
in the Balkans, 


Seven Thousand Feet of Hose 


Chief Lauder stated that he had 
been obliged to lay over 7,200 feet of 


hose and that had not the pressure 
been excellent the burning area could 
not have been confined as success- 
fully as was the case last night. 
From the point of view of financial 
loss, the result is far more — serious 
than one would imagine from the as- 
pect of the buildings themselves. The 
total Joss will easily reach $50,000 made 
up as follows: The Thistle Rink 
$12,000; the Armory building $8,000; 
uniforms and equipment for 400 men, 
$10,000; 400 Ross rifles $10,400; ammu- 
nition $750; band instruments $1,500; 
music, $800; regimental trophies, $600; 
furniture and miscellaneous, $200, 
_ Owing to the inflammable nature of 
the buildings the owners of the build- 
ings were enabled to carry only $8,000 
worth of insurance.

The tirst speaker to address the con- 
vention was J. L. Alexander, who gave 
an address on the “Spiritual Life of 
the Teens." Mr. Alexander spoke 
upon the importance of directing the} 
mind of the boy or girl, while still in 
an immature state, and to the import- 
ance of bringing religion into our daily 
life and business. 

S.A. G. Barnes, of the Edmonton} 
school board, spoke upon “The Rela- | 
tion of Sunday Schools to Moral Ques- 
tions.” He said that there were four} 
great agencies at work in connection | 
with the moral training of our young 
people. The first among these agen- 
cies was the home life of the child— 
thac it is the part of the parents to in- 
stall into the minds of the children 
the fact that to overcome evil we must 
do goog, The second agency was the 
pulpit—to further direct the teaching 
of the parents, and give a broader life. 
The third agency was that of the press. 
Mr. Barnes considered that more use 
could be made of the press in continu- 
ally keeping before the youth of our 
country the fact that religion ought to 
be made part of our daily life.

LIBERAL CONVENTION. 

With the session over and the members of the legislature 
thereby relieved of the press of business which has been 
occupying their attention for several months past, and with 
the season approaching that season when the farmers have 
suflicient leisure to devote some time to political matters, the 
occasion is propitious for that long-deferred and very much to 
be desired Alberta Liberal convention which should have been 
called long ago and which cannot be called too soon for the 
good of the party and the advancement of the ideals for which 
that party stands. 

In recent years there has not been in this province any 
sufliciently-representative convention to give voice to the 
views of the rank and file of liberalism in Alberta, nor to give 
concrete expression in the form of a convention-authorized 
platform to the up-to-date liberal profession of faith. That 
the policy of the government is acceptable to the majority of 
the electors of the province has already been demonstrated 
through the fact that the government has been returned to 
power by a handsome majority, and that the advanced legisla- 
tion undertaken by the government at the past two or three 
sessions is in line with the best liberal traditions is evidenced 
by the unanimity with which this class of legislation has been 
received in this province. Nevertheless, the members, as 
representatives, might be expected to quite naturally feel that 
they should have this expression first hand from delegates 
chosen from primaries of the party to frame and set out 
specifically the complete policy as it appears desirable to the 
rank and file. Conditions in this province change very 
rapidly. The policy of four or five years ago, forceful enough 
in its time, has to some extent become obsolete by a number 
of the questions of that day having been incorporated into the 
legislation of the country and having been thereby retired 
from forcefulness as party questions. They represent vic- 
tories won, and as a record of achievement in the past they 
ar creditable, but the all-important question to the members 
chosen to represent is, what do the liberals of Alberta count 
as the requirements of the future? The government and the 
members undoubtedly feel that they understand what these 
requirements are, but until the same have been given expres- 
sion through a properly-constituted convention as the voice of 
the party, it cannot be said that the members have received 
authorization from the proper source to proceed with the 
advanced character of legislation which appears to them to 
represent the true spirit of liberalism. 

There is, besides the necessity for a properly-authorized 
party expression, also the necessity in this province for some 
broader plan of organization along lines thoroughly con- 
sistent with the democratic basin upon which liberalism is 
founded and the necessity for a new election of officers which 
will relieve from further responsibility any of the old officers 
who feel that they have done their duty by the party through 
the years since ihe liberal government in this province was 
established, and which will bring into the party’s activities 
those newer enthusiasts for liberalism who have found a home 
in this province since the last provincial convention was held. 

Following the Alberta convention there should be, at 
some date in the near future, a general western convention at 
which all provinces would be represented, and at which the 
voice of western liberalism could be given the form of a 
declaration of principles sufficiently broad to be accepted as 
of national import. New developments upon the tariff ques- 
tion, new ideas of social justice, new demands for provincial 
rights and new developments of the great question of cen- 
tralization versus autonomy require that such an expression 
of western sentiment be framed for incorporation in’ the 
nauonal platform. 

Already British Columbia has held a provincial conven- 
tion which, in the matter of representativeness and‘in the 
forcefulness of its expression of principles, has been all that 
ihe most exacting member of the party has a right to expect. 
Albertas duty is to set the example for the other prairie pro- 
finces and pave the way for the western convention. 
Alberta convention should be held at as early a date as is con- 
sistent with the requirement that it be absolutely democratic 
in the selection of delegates and thoroughly representative. 


THE FIRST RESULT OF THE 
RENEWED TARIFF FIGHT. 
Coming on lop of the Chateauguay victory for the con- 
seryvatives, which, candor compels the admission, sent a shiver 
through the liberals of the Dominion, the victory in South 
Bruce will be accepied as a welcome reassurance. If there 
Was One reason more than another for the defeat of the liberal 
government at the last federal election it was the failure of 
the liberal campaign managers ‘o bring the reciprocity issue 
before the farmers of Ontario in the proper fighting spirit. 
Ontario party leaders, orators and newspapers, to a deplorable 
extent, begged, instead of fought, the tariff issue. = Their 
propaganda lacked assurance and smacked altogether too 
much of concession to the protectionist fallacies of the cities 
to bring home to the farmers of that province the true mean- 
ing to them of tariff reform. The recent declarations of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that it is upon this issue that the liberals 
must come back to power, and that it is in the farmers’ accept- 
ance of the doctrine of freer trade that the hope of the liberal 
party lies, has given a new vim to the low tariff fight. The 
capture of the essentially rural constituency of South Bruce 
is the first result,

TERRBLE CRUELTY 
TO CHLOREN I 
EASTERN ASH 


Priest May Be Prosecuted in 
Matter—Children Perman- 
ently Disfigured, 
Montreal, Oct, 31,—-A story of inhu- 


man cruelty to children In an orphan 
asylum in the eastern part of Quebec 


| province involving «a Montreal woman 


and a priest who is in charge of the 
Institution, has been brought to the 
notice of the Society for the Protection 
of Women and Children, with the re- 
sult that a warrant has Just been 
sworn out for the arrest of the woman, 
while steps will, it is satd, be taken 
to close the asylum, the priest being 
also prosecuted, 

An Investigation was recently 
made by Mr. O, H. Skroder, secretary 
of the society, In company with one of 
the directors, and sufficient evidence 
was collected to warrant legal ac- 
tion, The woman in questfon man- 
aged to effect her escape from Mon- 
treal before the warrant could be serv- 
ed and it has not yet been decided 
if officers shall be sent to arrest and 
brine her back to the city or prose- 
cute in the district where the offences 
are sald to have been committed. 

The treatment of the children con- 
fined in this asylum js said to be 
without parallel in the records of the 
province, The woman who was pro- 
prietress of the home was, {it is claim- 
ed, well aware of what: went on, and 
in fact was responsible for much of 
it, but the priest who was in charge 
of the children, is, according to the 
report of Mr. Skroder, the worst of- 
fender, He taught these orphans, 
and is said to have punished them by 
lashing more severe than that ink ct- 
ed by the law on the worse criminal. 
In one case a young child was strip: 
ped and given 62 lashes. So ap- 
paling were some of the punish- 
ments inflicted, in fact, that actual 
deformity has resulted, it is claimed. 

The history of the institution is 
unusual in its way, being one of the 
few such homes owned by a private 
individual and) managed by a priest. 
The woman, who has Hved in Mont- 
real for some time, came here nine 
years ago, it is said, and collected 
money for the purpose of founding 
an orphant asylum in lower Quebec. 
Children from any part of the pro- 
vince were to be admitted and the 
institution was opened, Some time

jthe Society for the Protection of Wo- 
men and Children, telling of the 
cruelties practised. It was accord- 
ingly decided to make an investiga- 
tion and’ Mr.. Skroder went to tho 
jasyluin and ‘collected evidence which 
has been submitted to the directors 
of the society, The children, he says, 
were subjected to the most inhuman 
cruelties. Fifteen of the inmates 
were forced to sleep on the floor with- 
out covering and were fed and housed 
like lower animals. The priest, who 
managed the asylum, beat his charges 
for the most. trivial offences, lashing 
lihem almost into unconsciousness. In 
one caso, 52 lashes were inflicted and 
some of the children are premanently 
disfigured as a result of the treatment. 


Application was made to the board 
of directors for permission to take up 
the case and it was decided that ac- 
tion should be immediately taken. A 
Warrant was sworn for the arrest of 
the woman. who is proprietor of the 
asylun, and the priest will also be 
apprehended, The woman, who was 
in Montreal recenuy, managed to 
leave the city »before the warrant 
could be served, but is believed to 
be now in her institution, It is nat 
vet certain whether the prosecution 
will take place in Montreal or in the 
town in which the asylum is situated,

Discusses Inability of System 
to Pay and Suggests 
Higher Rates, 


At a meeting of the city commis- 
sioners this morning a letter was read 


| from Superintendent Woodroofe, refer- 
jring to the relationship existing be- 


tween car service and population. 
Mr. Woodroofe considers that, for 
the city to be warranted in the con- 
struction of new car lines into unserv- 
ed districts, there should be a density 
of population amounting to 3,500 per 
square mile. He has calculated that 
a car line in the city of Ednfonton 
which requires the citizens to walk 
more than a quarter of a mile to get a 


‘car, cannot and does not pay. 


Instructions are to be given to the 


| superintendent to collect data from a 
| considerable number of the large Am- 


erican cities, with a view to ascer- 
taining what must be the density of 
population in an unserved district be- 
fore the street railways are obilged to 
extend their service to sald district. 
The enquiry is to be made mostly in 
cities where the lines are run by pri- 
vate franchise. 

In his letter to the commissioners, 
Mr. Woodroofe also referred to the 
great amount of new construction 
which has been going on in the city 
during the past year as the main reas- 


fon for the badly kept schedules, and 


also, as an essential element in con- 
sidering the poor paying powers of the 
system of late. He gave his opinion 
as to the advisabillty of continuing the 
system of giving reduced fares to 
workingmen during rush hours. The 
amount of passengers carried during 
those hours is increased from 40 to 50 
per cent., and if regular fares could be 
charged the increased revenue thus 
arising would go far to lessen the loss 
which the radial system has sustain- 
ed of late. :

DEPRECIATION, 
The Editor, Edmonton Capital; 

Sir, —The connection between Commis 
stoner Ghalmers and depreciation is, per- 
haps, not clear to the maj of people 
outside munteipal elreles, and in view of 
the frequent terms “depreemtion and ob- 
solescence’ of late, tt taagy be useful and 
jnformative to give the past history of 
this question in so fav as it concerns the 
city, 

Up to the end of the fiscal year of 1908 
depreciation had been charged to the rev- 
enue accounts of the utilities in addition 
to the provision for sinking fund, The 
auditor at the tie (myself) brought up 
the subject for discussion by the elty 
council with the view to a more definite 
and perinanent policy, It was recom- 
mended by the auditor that the counell 
provide depreciation to the extent of the 
difference between redemption of loans 
and full depreciation. It was at the time 
by no means certain that, had such a pol- 
tcy been adopted, Jf would have been 
necessary to provide any depreciation, as 
it would have depended upon whether the 
periods of loans were In excesS of the 
lifetime of the works, The council de- 
cided not to provide any depreciation in 
addition to redemption (sinking fund), The 
charter {3 silent on the question of depre- 
clation, but the provision for redemption 
is compulsory, 

I do not quarrel with the council's de- 
cision, as the subject is a very debatable 
one, and as even accountants are not agreed 
thereon, it ts not. surprising to find others 
adopting what may be termed the more 
convenient method, 

In my annual report for the fiscal year 
ending 8151 October, 1909, on page 9 of 
the printed copy, Will be found the fol- 
lowing: 

“While on this subject | would point 
out that in some cases it would appear that 
the perlods of certain loans are unduly 
lengthy—that fs to say, that in such cases 
the asests will probably have ceased to 
be economic factors same considerable 
lime before the expiration of the loan 
period, This difficulty would seem tw be 
almost inseparable from the system of 
Dorrowing money at terms based on the 
equated life period of the work; and {t is 
my intention at a later date to bring for-
